CHANCES FAVOR CITY'S ESCAPE

COLUMBUS, 0., March 27 —Less
than two feet of reinforced laveea
tonight was holding the rising
waters of the Bclolo river, prevent-
Ing a flood which earlier in the day
bad threatened to equal that of
1913, Thousands of psrsons moved
from their homes to high ground
today.

Chances tonight favored a passing
of the flood's crest without a break
in the levees. Cessation of today's
downpour in the upper Sclolo valley
and the coming of slightly colder
weather guleted the anxiety of the
30,000 residents of lowlands in this
city.

Normal business and school sessions
were suspended in the disirict threat-
ened while realdents carried thelr house
furnishings to second storles, moved
them hastily In vans to placea of safety
or fled across the river with only per-
wonal belongings.

Ambulances sped through the sireets
all day carrying Invallds and prompective
nolhers from the weost side to hospitals
or homes of friends In higher sections.
Thhe Fourth regiment, Ohio Natlonal
[ Gjuard, tonight was beld ready for mo-
isntion If the water broaks the jevees,
and cota and blankets were provided in

the ecity hall, state house and school
Gulldings, where refugees could spend
the night.
